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HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION 


Martin Luther is one of those few dynamic figures in 
world history whose career will long remain of enduring 
interest to many thousands of serious-minded — students. 
What the Reformation would have been without his Icader- 
ship is difficult to conceive, but it is certain that his person- 
ality was the dominating factor in its early development. 
The whole movement, in fact, bears the ineffaceable im- 
press of his struggle with late medieval traditions. Luther 
had his precursors. He was in part the product of his en- 
vironment; he was a German of the Germans, and his mind 
bore the imprints of a multitude of forces. But far from 
being the passive recipient of opinions new and old, he 
chose to blaze the way for millions of faithful followers. — 
He became for half of Europe the man of destiny, whose 
activities personified the greatest issues of the time. 

The Reformation as a religious movement, without the 
dynamic personality of Martin Luther, is little more than 
an empty shell. Hence the importance of the greatest prob- 
lem in Luther’s life,—the development of his theology from 
1505 to 1530. In recent years a flood of light has been 
thrown upon Luther’s experiences in Erfurt and Witten- 
berg. Not only have the discoveries of new sources revealed 
a wealth of new material, but a group of scholars, both 
Protestant and Roman Catholic, have sought to interpret 
the sources, giving to the public, in a huge mass of books 
and articles, the result of their painstaking investigations. 
Although the authorities do not agree on the relative value

of the various sources, nor on the solution of the problems 
connected with Luther’s early life, they have at least en- 
abled us to gain a clear view of the whole situation. 

Luther’s ancestors were mostly Thuringian farmers, who 
transmitted to their illustrious descendant much that dis- 
tinguished him in manner and ‘temperament from his as- 
sociates in university and monastery. His father, Hans 
Luther, had moved from Thuringia to Eisleben in the county 
of Mansfeld near Saxony. It was here, on November Io, 
1483, that Martin was born. Half a year later the parents 
tried to improve their living by settling in the city of Mans- 
feld, a flourishing center of iron industry. For several years 
they remained very poor, but by the year 1491 they had 
risen above the rank and file of the poorer classes. One 
should, therefore, be cautious not to lay too much stress on 
these early years of poverty, inasmuch as Martin cannot 
have remembered much that transpired before he had reached 
the age of eight. 

More significant, however, was the character of the par- > 
ents. They were of the opinion that children should always 
render implicit obedience to their elders, and that severe 
physical punishments were often beneficial. “My mother 
once flogged me,’ wrote Martin later, “on account of a 
nut, till the blood flowed.” He later deplored the treatment 
he had received from his parents, but at the same time he 
cherished a lasting affection towards them, for he realized 
perfectly that his lot had been simply like that of most 
children of his time. Furthermore, he recalled that there 
used to be many joyous moments when both father and 
mother were kind and cheerful. 

There is no justification in the assumption that Martin 
Luther’s revolt against the Church can be traced to his 
father’s attitude toward this institution. Hans Luther was a 
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loyal church member, in whose home the children learned the 
Lord’s Prayer, the Apostles’ Creed, and the Ten Command- 
ments. He does not scem to have had the means to secure a 
German Bible, for Martin relates that only at a later period 
he became acquainted with the Bible. However, legends 
about his discovery of a copy in the University Library, 
covered with dust, are not based on facts. For when he was 
still a boy, probably at Magdeburg, he had read several parts 
of the Old and New Testaments. 

Martin Luther was as loyal to the Church as his father 
had been before him. Not only did he devoutly accept the 
teachings of the clergy, but he would gladly have helped to 
burn heretics. It was not until he had himself been de- 
nounced as a heretic that he began to sympathize with them. 
That the thought of the Last Judgment always filled him 
with terror was no more surprising than that he had a very 
realistic conception of the devil, witches, and other evil 
spirits. His own mother, he tells, ascribed the death of one 
of his brothers to the machinations of a neighbor, whom . 
she considered a witch. Luther merely conformed to the 
superstitions of his age. His youthful mind was plastic 
enough to receive both the good and the bad notions of 
his contemporaries. It proved to be a fertile soil for both 
wheat and tares. One need not turn to the I’reudian psycho- 
analysts to understand his type of mind. 

For seven years (1490-1497) Luther attended the ele- 
mentary school in Mansfeld. As he looked back upon those 
years in later life, he often shuddered with horror at the 
punishments inflicted there, and denounced the ignorance 
of the schoolmasters of the fifteenth century. But one must 
bear in mind that after the year 1520 he was too apt to 
paint the civilization of Roman Catholic countries in dark 
colors. He then believed that he had been emancipated from 
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a realm of utter darkness. No wonder that the picture of 
his youth in Mansfeld appeared gloomy at times. 

At the age of fourteen he was sent to Magdeburg, where 
he was taught by some of the Brethren of the Common 
Life in the Cathedral School. These pious brethren no 
doubt exhorted him to read the Bible, for such was their 
custom wherever they went. They stressed the need of 
inner piety, vital faith, and true love, the love of God and 
man, as taught by Jesus and Paul. They must have helped 
increase Luther’s religious ardor, but cannot have prepared 
his mind for heresy. 

In the year 1498 Luther went to Eisenach, where he was 
kindly treated by the wife of a prosperous burgher, named 
Ursula Cotta. In school he made friends with the rector 
and one of the assistants. He received careful training in 
Latin grammar, rhetoric, and poetry, so that when in ISor 
he left Eisenach to enter the University of Erfurt, he had 
received an adequate secondary course of studies. 

Erfurt was said to be the most populous place in Ger- 
many, but it is probable that cities like Cologne, Nurem- 
berg, and Libeck were a trifle larger, and that the popula- 
tion of Erfurt scarcely exceeded 25,000. The University 
at this time was not surpassed by any other institution of 
learning in German lands, while the numerous churches 
and monasteries lent a religious air to the city that was 
hardly equalled anywhere outside of Italy. Erfurt was aptly 
termed a “little Rome.” It was in this city that Luther be- 
came a scholar and a monk. 

Luther’s reminiscences of his student life in Erfurt are 
not altogether favorable. He complains of the laxity in 
morals and of the amazing indolence so common among 
students at that time. And even though the critic must 
bear in mind how prone Luther was later to condemn the 
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institutions which linked him with Catholicism, neverthe- 
less he will have to grant that medieval universities were 
corrupt in many ways. 

Luther experienced little difficulty in passing the course 
which led up to the degree of Master of Arts. Among the 
seventeen candidates which appeared for examination in 
1505, the sturdy youth from Mansfeld secured second 
place. It is not true that Luther despised his teachers, nor 
did he seem to be rebellious, obstinate, or excessively mel- 
ancholy. The chief subjects in his curriculum were naturally 
philosophy and theology. Since the professors were disci- 
ples of Occam, Luther became a sworn defender of the 
Occamist school of philosophy. 

Aristotle’s works were the chief sources of information 
for university students. Luther eagerly imbibed the teach- 
ings of the venerated Greek scholar. At Erfurt, he said 
later, he “read diligently the works of Aristotle, and be- 
cause Aristotle observes the right method, he is to be highly 
esteemed.” But he also said this: “Aristotle knows noth- 
ing of the soul, of God, and of immortality.” In other 
words, Aristotle remained in Luther’s mind a great author- 
ity on metaphysics, ethics, and dialectics, but not.a reliable 
guide in the realm of theology. 

Luther had his doubts about various accepted dogmas 
and customs, but they were usually silenced in quick order. 
Occam had attacked the papal authority when the contest 
between the pope and emperor was waging, but Luther did 
not evince much interest in political issues. John of Wesel, 
a former professor at Erfurt, and regarded as a heretic 
afterward, did not impress Luther as a theologian, Luther 
showed no signs of becoming a critic and a reformer. And 
for many years after he left the University, he remained 
as ardent a Roman Catholic as he had been before.

Now that Luther had secured his degree, he was ex- 
pected to teach in the University for a period of two years. 
Acting upon a wish of his father that he become a lawyer, 
he also took up the study of law. He did not continue this 
study very long, for within two months he suddenly de- 
cided to enter a monastery. His motives have never been 
clear to all biographers. Some claim that the young man 
was bound to experience this crisis sooner or later. Imbued 
with a deep-seated terror of God and Christ as inexorable 
judges of mankind, he is supposed to have scen no issue 
but recourse to the monastic life. There is not enough evi- 
dence available, however, to prove this contention. A care- 
ful study of the sources will result in the belief that Lu- 
ther’s decision was not premeditated. On July 2nd he was 
overtaken by a terrific thunderstorm. Invoking St. Anna, 
he vowed to become a monk, and once having made the 
vow, he felt obliged to keep it. Two weeks later he bade 
his friends farewell. On July 17th he entered the Augus- 
tinian monastery. Thus ended the first period in his life, 
a period which unfortunately has not been illuminated with 
many reliable records. Luther’s experiences after July, 
1505, are on the contrary more numerous and far more 
reliable, so that the following selection may be expected 
to require no further introduction. 
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There is probably no problem in the whole history of 
modern Europe which necessitates the use of as much cau- 
tion in studying the sources as is the case with the theolog- 
ical development of Luther from 1505 till 1530. In the 
first place one will have to make a careful distinction be- 
tween the authentic works of Luther and those which were 
either partly or entirely written down by others. One must 
also bear in mind that Luther himself did not always recall 
exactly what had happened to him in earlier years. Again, 
the Reformer frequently exaggerated, unconsciously or 
othérwise, the corruption in the Church that he had wit- 
nessed. The difficulties increase when the critic approaches 
the accounts left by contemporaries. And finally, the printed 
editions are not in all cases accurate. Much, therefore, will 
depend on the interpretation of the sources; perhaps even 
more in the present study on the method of selection. 


J. Luturr’s Works 


1. O. Scheel, Dokumente zu Luthers Entwicklung, Tu- 
bingen, 1911. This is the most convenient source book for 
the study of Luther’s theological development up to 1519. 
It gives 326 selected sources, mostly from Luther’s 
works. 

2. Luthers Werke, Kritische Gesamtausgabe, Weimar, 
1883 ff. This impressive sct of over 60 volumes is still in 
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the course of publication. It has for the most part super- 
seded the Erlangen edition, but the first volumes have not 
been properly edited. The Weimar edition contains much 
material which had never been published before, such as 
Luther’s first sermons, his marginal notes on the Sentences 
of Lombard, some treatises of Augustine, and a number of 
sermons by Tauler, which he studied between 1509 and 
1515; and finally, a complete edition of his lectures on the 
Psalms (1513-1515). 

3. Luther's Letters, edited by L. Enders and G. Kawerau, 
1884 ff. Thus far 18 volumes have appeared, of which the 
last two by P. Fleming and O. Albrecht. Useful is the Eng- 
lish translation of Luther’s most important letters by Pre- 
served Smith, 2 vols.; Philadelphia, 1913, 1918. Also the 
volume by M. A. Currie, London, 1908. 

4. J. Ficker, Luthers Volesung Uber den Rémerbricf 
I515~10, Leipzig, 1908; containing an introduction of 102 
pages and the annotated text of Luther’s Lectures on the 
Epistle to the Romans, based on the autograph manuscript 
of Luther now in the State Library at Berlin. This work 
is an extremely important source, as it contains the first 
presentation of Luther’s changed view on the doctrine of 
justification by faith. 

5. Luther’s German Translation of the Bible, 4 vols., 
numbered separately in the Weimar edition of Luther’s 
works, under the title of Die Deutsche Bibel. 

6. Luther’s Table Talks, 6 vols., numbered separately in 
the Weimar edition of Luther’s works, under the title of 
Tischreden. Another volume of the Tischreden, or Table 
Talks, is that by Johann Schlaginhaufen, entitled Tischre- 
den Luthers aus den Jahren 1531 und 1532, and was edited 
by W. Preger, leipzig, 1868.

This preface contains a 
biographical sketch in Latin, which was reprinted in the 
Corpus Reformatorum, vol. VI, col. 155-170. A good deal 
of it is unreliable. More valuable are his letters and treatises, 
published in the same set. 

g. Paul Luther, On the Experiences of Luther in Rome, 
printed in J. Kostlin, Martin Luther, vol. I, p. 749, and 
reprinted in Scheel’s Dokumente, p. 2. This source used 
to be accepted by many writers, but Luther’s own words 
discredit the account of his son Paul. 

ta Crotus Rubianus, Letter to Luther, dated October 
16, 1519, published in E. Bocking, Hutteni Opera, vol. I, 
Leipzig, 1859, pp. 309-311. Crotus was a fellow-student 
of Luther in the University of Erfurt. 

11. D, Erasmus, Letters, published in the Latin original 
by P. S. Allen; thus far five volumes have appeared. The 
title is Opus Epistolaruim Des, Erasmi Roterodami, Oxford. 
1900 ff. 

12. B. J. Kidd, Documents Illustrative of the Continen- 
tal Reformation, Oxford, 1911. This volume contains a 
copy of Luther’s 95 Theses, the Papal Bull Erurge Dom- 
ine, Luther’s Answer Before the Dict of Worms, the Short 
Catechism of Luther, and the Augsburg Confession; be- 
sides these a large number of other sources. 
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THE, SOURCES 
I. Reasons Wuy Lutuer ENTERED THE MONASTERY 


1. Luther, Dedication for the De Votis Monasticis, in: 
Werke, Ill, 573-574. Written in 1521, addressed to his 
father. 


I was calléd to this vocation by the terrors of heaven, 
for neither willingly nor by my own desire did I become 
a monk, but, surrounded by the terror and agony of a 
sudden death, I vowed a forced and unavoidable vow. 


2. Luther, Letter to Melanchthon, September 9, 1521. En- 
ders edition, III, 225. 


I was forced rather than drawn into making this vow. 


3. Luther, Tischreden, IV, 440; Scheel, Dokumente, no. 30. 
Dated July 16, 1539. 


When I had been on.my way for fourteen days and was 
near Stotternheim, not far from Erfurt, 1 became frightened 
by a flash of lightning, and exclaimed: “Help me, dear 
Saint Anna, I wish to become a monk.” Later I repented 
of my vow, and many tried to dissuade me from keeping 
it, but I persevered.

Ie was greatly displeased, and did not want to give 
his consent. When I wrote him, he answered me, calling 
me Du, whereas before this he had called me /hr, because 
of my Master’s degree. Then came a pestilence, which 
robbed him of two of his sons. Hle was urged to make a 
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holy sacrifice and give his consent to my entrance into the 
monastery. Father hesitated a long time, till finally he 
yielded. However, he did not do it willingly, with a free 
and happy heart.

g. Luther observes the canonical regulations as prescribed 
in the constitution of the Observantine section of the 
Augustinian Order of Mendicant Monks.

I was an earnest monk, lived strictly and chastely, would 
not have taken a penny without the knowledge of the prior, 
prayed diligently day and night.

I kept vigil night by night, fasted, prayed, chastised and 
mortified my body, was obedient, and lived chastely.

It is true that I have been a pious monk, and followed 
my rules so strictly that I may say, if ever a monk could 
have gained heaven through monkery, I should certainly 
have got there.

When I was a monk, I exhausted myself by fasting, 
watching, praying, and other fatiguing labors. I seriously

My whole life was little more than fasting, watching, 
prayers, sighs, ete. But beneath this cover of sanctity and 
this confidence in my own justification, I felt a continued 
doubt, a fear, a desire to hate and blaspheme God. 

Before the light of-the Gospel, I was attached to the 
papal laws and the traditions of the Fathers. With all the 
zeal of which I was capable, I forced myself to observe 
them in fasting, watching, prayers, and other exercises ; 
and mortified my body more than they who now hate me 
so violently and persecute me, because I take from them 
the glory of self-justification. I was so zealous and so super- 
stitious that I imposed more on my body than it could bear 


without endangering my health.

In the monastery we had enough to eat and to drink, 
but we suffered martyrdom in our hearts. The greatest 
suffering is that of the soul. I was often frightened by the 
name of Jesus, and when I looked at him hanging on the 
cross, I fancied that he seemed to me like lightning. When 
I heard his name mentioned, I would rather have heard the 
name of the devil, for I thought that I had to perform 
good works until at last through them Jesus would become 
merciful to me. In the monastery I did not think about 
money, nor worldly possessions, nor women, but my heart 
shuddered when I wondered when God should become 
merciful to me. 


III. Tut Visir to Rome, Dec, ISIO—JAN. I5II 


16. Paul Luther believes that his father was converted in 
Rome.

In the year 1544 did my father in the presence of his 
table companions and all of us tell the whole story of his 
trip to Rome, where he had to attend to some business 
affairs. Among other things he revealed with great pleas- 
ure that through the Holy Spirit he was made acquainted 
in Rome with the truth of the Gospel, and in the following 
manner. When he was saying his prayers on the steps of 
the Lateran Staircase, the verse from Habakkuk entered 
his mind, which Paul gives in the first chapter of the Epistle 
to the Romans, namely, “The just shall live by faith.”

Luther, Pre- 
digt vom 24. Sonntag nach Trin. (November 15) 1545;

In Rome I wanted to deliver my grandfather from Pur- 
gatory, and I ascended the Staircase of Pilate, reciting on 
each step a “Pater noster.” People said that he who prayed 
in this way would save a soul. But when I arrived at the 
top, I said to myself, “Who knows if it is true?”

Rome has become a courtesan. I would not accept 1000 
florins (gulden) for not having seen Rome, for I could 
not have believed such a thing if some one had told me, 
and I had not seen it myself.

a Christian simply a fool.

If your Highness is immersed in those doubts (namely, 
that predestination destroys all personal responsibility), I 
should be very sorry, for I also used to be troubled with 
them, and if Dr. Staupitz or rather God through Dr, Stau- 
pitz had not relieved me of them, I would have drowned 
in them, and have landed in hell long ago. For such devil- 
ish thoughts, where hearts are fecble; cause people to de- 
spair of God’s mercy, and if they are brave, they will de- 
spise God, and become his enemies; and they will say, “Let 
things run their course, I shall act as I please, since every- 
thing is lost anyhow.”

One day I complained to Staupitz that the doctrine of 
predestination was so enigmatical. He responded, “It is in 
the wounds of Christ that the meaning of predestination 
is found, and not anywhere else; for it is written: ‘Hear 
Him’ (Matt. XVII, 5). The Father is sublime, but he 
said, ‘I will show you the way to come to me, that is to 
say, Christ. Go and believe in me, attach yourself to Christ, 
then you will find out in due time who I am.’ This we are 
not doing, hence God to us is incomprehensible and un- 
intelligible.”

When Philip left us, Luther said to me, Do not be afraid, 
you will get better, for ] know that your temptations will 
add to the glory of God and to our well-being and that 
of many others. I have also lain sick in the hospital, but 
had no consoler. When I revealed my temptations to Stau- 
pitz, he said, “I don’t understand it, I know nothing about 
it.’ Later I spoke to him about my temptations, when I was 
going to the altar, He responded, “Gerson and the other 
fathers have said that it is sufficient to remain in the first 
intention. Your first intention was to secure remission of 
sin.” 

25. Gerson’s views on the nature of temptation. Same 
source as above, no. 119. Dated between January 1 


and March 31, 1532. 


Gerson is the only one who wrote of spiritual temptation, 
all the others knew only of physical temptation, such as 
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Jerome, Augustine, Ambrose, Bernard, Scotus, Thomas 
Aquinas, Richard of St. Victor, and Occam. Gerson was an 
excellent man, who was not a monk, but it did not happen 
to him that his conscience was consoled by Christ, but he 
wrote in extenuation of the law, “It cannot all be so very 
sinful,” and so he was content to remain under the law.

I often confessed my troubles to Staupitz, and I did not 
speak to him about women, but about my real knotted prob- 
lems. He said to me, “I do not understand.” That was 
a fine consolation! When I addressed others, I received the 
same answer. No confessor cared to know anything about 
it. Then I said to myself, Nobody experiences this tempta- 
tion but you. I was almost a corpse. Finally Staupitz said 
to me at the table, seeing how sad and crestfallen I was, 
“Why are you so sad?” I answered, What will become of 
me? “You don’t know,” he continued, “how necessary such 
a trial is to you. Without it you will not be worth anything.” 
He did not understand. He thought I was learned, and 
was becoming proud.

I recall, reverend father, that in your agrecable and salu- 
tary remarks, in which Jesus used to console me so admi- 
rably, the subject of penitence was discussed one day. We 
were full of compassion for those consciences which were 
martyred by the executioners, who invented innumerable 
and insufferable precepts for those who go to confess their 
sins. The word you spoke seemed to me to have come from 
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heaven: “True repentance begins with the love of justice 
and of God.” That which according to others constitutes 
the end and consummation of repentance 1s on the con- 
trary the beginning. That word stuck in me as the sharp 
arrow of a warrior, and I began to compare it with the 
words of Scripture concerning penitence. And what was 
my surprise! From all sides the biblical words confirmed 
your opinion. Whereas formerly there was no more bitter 
word in the Bible than penitence, now no word seemed 
sweeter to me than that of penitence. For it is thus that the 
precepts of God become sweet, when we learn to read them, 
not only in books, but in the very sweet wounds of the 


Savior.

Now I am at Wittenberg, by God’s command or permis- 
sion. If you wish to know my condition, I am well by 
the grace of God, except that my studies are severe, espe- 
cially philosophy, which from the beginning I would have 
gladly exchanged for theology,—that theology which goes 
to the kernel of the nut and touches the bone and the flesh. 
But God is God; man often, if not always, errs in his 
judgment.

All that is in us and in the world is abominable and dam-

No one can be justified by faith unless he has first con- 
fessed through humility that he is unjust. . 

We are all sinners and cannot become righteous except 
through faith in Christ... . 

The righteousness of God cannot arise within us until 
our righteousness entirely falls and perishes. ... 

The just man falls seven times and rises again each time. 
It is impossible that he who has confessed his sin is not 
just, if he speaks the truth. Where Christ is, there is truth. 
But since the remission of sin is the resurrection of the 
sinners, it follows that sin will not be forgiven to sinners 
when they do not accuse themselves: hence they will not 
rise again nor be justified... . 

What our scholastic theologians call the act of penance, 
namely to be displeased with oneself, to detest, to condemn, 
to accuse oneself,—that with one word the Scripture calls 
justification. Flence as long as we do not condemn ourselves 
before God, so long we shall neither rise nor be justified. 
Paul wants to be found in Christ, having no justification of 
his own (Phil. IIT, 9). Thus he calls himself the greatest 
of all sinners (I Tim. I, 15), which is a great and happy 
pride. lor the more sin abounds, the more does the grace 
and justification of God abound in us (Rom. V, 20). In 
other words, the less justification we have of our own, the 
more abundantly does the grace of God flow into us.

All that is the letter of the law which only pertains to the 
body and the senses, and not to the spirit. And because all 
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things which are done under the law are only done exter- 
nally and with the senses, they are called carnal and of the 
letter and vain and not good, because they do not do any 
good to the spirit. In the new law are given free and spiritual 
gifts; and in the law those are removed which are carnal 
and of the letter... 

The law which is known and observed literally is neither 
pure nor holy, because it does not sanctify the soul. The law 
is to be understood spiritually, like the gospel.

The Apostle Paul speaks against all those who wish to 
have their sins forgiven by God through their works and 
merits, and to be justified by their own works. Thus Christ 
would have died in vain, because they would be saved by 
their own works, without the death of Christ, which is 
false. . 

No one is blessed, unless his iniquity has been forgiven 
him. Hence no one is without iniquity, no one is not the son 
of wrath and makes efforts to have his iniquity remitted. 
This is not done except through Christ, hence no one is saved 
by himself, but only by Christ. And this is also the conclu- 
sion of the whole [pistle of Paul to the Romans, Tor he 
says, “The righteousness of God is revealed therein,” ete. 
(Rom. I, 17). It signifies: no man knows that the wrath of 
God abides upon all men and that all are in sin in his sight, 
but through his Gospel God reveals from Ieaven how we 
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shall be saved from that wrath, and through which righteous- 
ness we shall be delivered, namely through Christ.

It is to be feared that all Observantines, all exempted, 
all privileged monks, must be reckoned among those puffed 
up in their carnal mind. How harmful they are to the 
Church has not yet become clear, but the fact remains and 
will make itself apparent in time. If we ask why they insist 
upon isolation, they reply, “On account of the protection 
of the cloistral discipline.” But that is the light of an angel 
of Satan... . 

The fate of divine condemnation will fall upon all the 
proud and the stiff-necked, all the superstitious, rebellious, 
disobedient; also, as I fear, on our Observantines, who 
under a show of strict discipline are only loading them- 
selves with insubordination and rebellion.

But where is the man who 
sets himself to carry out the Apostle’s exhortations, not to 
speak of the great prevailing vices of pride, arrogance, 
avarice, immorality, and ambition. . . .

The scholastic doctors talk obscurely and neither plainly 
nor intelligibly, saying that no deed under the law has any 
value unless formed by love. Cursed be the phrase “formed 
of love,” and the distinction between works according to 
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the substance of the deed and the intention of the Law- 
eiver., 3. 

In their arbitrary fashion they assert that on the infusion 
of Grace the whole of original sin is remitted in every one 
just as all actual sin, as though sin could thus be removed 
at once, in the same way as darkness is dispelled by light. 
It is true their Aristotle made sin and righteousness to 
consist in works. Either I never understood them, or they 
did not express themselves well,

The very word righteousness vexes me. It is a word 
which the jurists always have on their lips, but there is no 
more unlearned race than these men of the law, save, per- 
haps, the men of good intention and superior wisdom. 


41. Man has no free will. Part II, 212, 209, 322. 


Free will apart from grace possesses absolutely no power 
for righteousness. Therefore St. Augustine in his book 
against Julian terms it “rather an enslaved than a free 
will.” But after the obtaining of grace it becomes really 
free, at least as far as salvation is concerned. The will iS, 
it is true, free by nature; but only for what comes within 
its province, not for what is above it, being bound in the 
chain of sin and therefore unable to choose what is good 
in God's sight. . 

Where is our righteousness, where are our works, where 
is the liberty of choice? This is what must be preached, 
this'is the way to bring the wisdom of the flesh to the 
dust! The Apostle does so here. In former passages he 
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cuts off its hands, its feet, its tongue; here he seizes it and 
makes an end of it. Here, like a flash of light, it is seen 
to possess nothing of itself, all its possession being in

Man can of himself do nothing. 


The fulfilling of the law through our own efforts is im- 
possible; it cannot even be said that we have the power to 
will and to be able, in such a way as God would have us; 
for otherwise grace would not be necessary, and otherwise 
the sin of Adam would not have corrupted our motives or 
nature, but have left it unimpaired. Nature, by original 
sin, is blinded in its knowledge and chained in its affec- 
tions, and therefore cannot know God, nor love him above 
all things nor yet refer all to him.

Everywhere in the Church great relapses after confes- 
sion are now noticcable. People are confident that they are 
justified instead of first awaiting justification, and there- 
fore the devil has an easy task with such false assurance 
of safety, and overthrows men. All this is due to making 
righteousness consist in works. 


44. The nature and results of original sin, and the view 
expressed by Gerard Zerbolt, whom Luther wrongly 
called Gerard Groote. Part II, 143-145. 


And what is original sin? According to the subtle argu- 
ments of the scholastic theologians, it is the absence of 
original justice. According to the Apostle and the simple 
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teachings of Jesus Christ, it is not merely the deprivation 
of a function in the will, not merely the withdrawal of 
light from the intellect, or power from the memory, but 
it is the loss of all rectitude and all efficacy in all our fac- 
ulties, both of the body and the soul, of the interior and 
the whole of the exterior man. It is besides the inclination 
to do evil, the dislike of good, the aversion to light and 
wisdom, the love of error and darkness, the departure from 
and abomination ef good works, and the approach of evil. 
Hence, as the Fathers have justly remarked, this original 
sin is the fuel itself of concupiscence, the law of the flesh, 
the law of the members, the disease of nature, the tyrant, 
the original disease. Here you have that hydra with its 
many heads, that imperishable monster with which we here 
below are struggling till death. Here you have that untam- 
able Cerberus, that invincible Anteos. I have found no 
one to give such a clear explanation of original sin as Ge- 
rard Groote in his little treatise: “Blessed is the Man,” 
where he does not speak as a rash philosopher, but as a 
sound theologian. 


45. Gerard Zerbolt’s view on original sin. De Spiritualibus 
Alscensionibus, which begins with “Blessed is the fiian,”” 
Chapter ITI. 


We have heen contaminated by original sin, and wounded 
in all the powers and faculties of the soul. For through the 
loss of original justice as a result of our fall and the just 
judgments of God, these powers and feelings, having fallen 
from their proper status, have become deranged and di- 
minished, though not completely destroyed. Hence it happens 
that these powers and feelings deviate from their proper 
course, instituted by God; they are prone to evil. Again, 
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our reason, rendered vacillating and obtuse, often accepts 
falsehood for truth, and frequently busies itself with use- 
less and vain thoughts. The will has become warped; it 
often chooses degenerate objects, loves carnal, and detests 
spiritual and celestial things. Our desires are deformed: 
they are covetous, and have degenerated into carnal lusts. 
Our hope does not seek God, but wealth and fame, or 
something it has no right to ask for. We are grieved by 
loss of temporal riches, and of honor. Christ through his 
precious death docs indeed redeem us from our original 
sin, so that this loss of soul powers or the law of the flesh 
is not guilt, in order that there be no condemnation for 
those who are in Jesus Christ; though he does not at once 
restore us to our original righteousness, nor does Christ 
reform the faculties of our soul, but left those to be re- 
formed by us through saintly exercises. 


46. Luther’s views on sins committed after baptism and 
confession. Part II, 178. 


Sin, therefore, remains in the spiritual man for his exer- 
cise in the life of grace, for the humbling of his pride, for 
the driving back of his presumptions. Whoever does not 
exert himself zealously in the struggle against it, is in dan- 
ger of being condemned, even though he cease to sin any 
more. We must carry on a war with our desires, for they 
are culpable, they are really sins and render us worthy of 
damnation; only the mercy of God does not impute them 
to us when we fight manfully against them, calling upon 
God’s grace. 


. Luther’s own experiences with sin. Part II, 1o8—1o9. 
I 


Thus I, fool that I was, could not understand how I 
ought to repute myself a sinner and prefer mysclf to no 
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one after I was repentant and had confessed my sin. For 
I thought that all sin had been removed and evacuated even 
intrinsically. But if past sin is to be called to mind, then, 
thought I, these sins have not been removed, though God 
has promised their remission to those who confess. Thus I 
fought with myself, not knowing that there is truly remis- 
sion, but nevertheless not the removal of sin, but only the 
hope that it will be taken away and the grace of God given, 
which begins to take it away in the sense that it is not 


imputed as sin. ‘ 
48. Divine Providence, Part II, 208. 


With God there is absolutely no chance, but only with 
us; for no leaf ever falls from a tree to the earth without 
the will of the Father. 


49. Predestination. Part IT, 213-217, 


God commands that the elect shall be saved and that those 
who are destined for hell shall be entangled in evil in order 
that he may show forth his mercy and also his anger. . . 

Man must learn that his salvation does not depend on 
his acts, but that it is quite outside of him, namely, in 
God, who has chosen him. 5 

To them who love God, with filial love, which is not 
of nature but only of the Holy Spirit—to them these words 
(Rom. IX, 3) are most excellent, They submit themselves 
to the whole will of God, even to hell and external dam- 
nation, if God should want that. However, if they wholly 
conform to the will of God, it is impossible that they should 
remain in hell. 


50. Justification. Part II, 14, 121, 33-34, 104. 
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The righteousness by which God justifies, differs from 
that of man, which is concerned with works. According to 
Aristotle in the third book of Ethics, righteousness follows 
and arises from man’s acts. According to God it precedes 
work and works arise from it. lor just as no one can do 
the works of a bishop or a priest unless he is first conse- 
crated for the purpose, so no one can do righteous works 
unless he first becomes righteous. ... 

Righteousness and unrighteousness are understood very 
differently in Scripture from what the philosophers and 
the jurists understand by these words, For they assert that 
it is a quality of the soul. But the righteousness of Scrip- 
ture depends more on the imputation of God than on the 
essence of the thing. For in the Scripture he has not right- 
eousness who has only the quality of it; yea, such a one is 
a sinner and altogether unrighteous, and only he is righteous 
whom God, on account of the confession of his unright- 
eousness, and his imploring the divine righteousness, merci- 
fully reputes and wills to esteem righteous. .. . 

God does not freely give grace in the sense that he exacts 
no satisfaction for sin. But he gave Christ as the satisfier 
on our behalf in order that he might freely give grace to 
those who thus themselves make satisfaction through an- 
other, and that we, being unrighteous, should seek our 
righteousness from God alone, who first remits our sins 
on account of Christ’s propitiatory suffering. ... 

We are righteous extrinsically and not of ourselves, or 
our works, but solely by the imputation of God. 


§i. Part II, 103-104, )221: 


God does not accept the person on account of the works, 
but the works on account of the person... . 
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How can a man boast of his own merits and works, 
which are in no way pleasing to God because they are good 
and meritorious, but because God has decided from eternity 
that they shall be pleasing to him? Our works do not make 
us good, but the goodness of God makes us good and our 
works good. .

In 
the same way Christ takes the half-dead man, his sick one, 
into his hospital for the purpose of curing him, and begins 
to heal him, promising him the most perfect restoration 
to eternal life....

Sin remains in the spiritual man for the exercise of grace, 
for the humbling of pride, and the repression of presump- 
tion. For we are not called to ease, but to labor against the

Let anyone who wishes to read this little book do so, 
and then say whether our theology is new or old. I thank 
God that I thus hear and find my God in the German 
tongue, as I and they along with me, have not hitherto 
found either in Latin, Greek, or Hebrew. 


57. Extracts from the Theologica Germanica. Chapters III, 
XIV. 


In this restoration and recovery I can, may, and shall do 
nothing, but simply yield myself so that God alone may do 
and work all things in me... . 

' Likewise Saint Paul says, “As in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all men be made alive.” Hence all of Adam’s 
children are dead in God’s sight. As long as man is in diso- 
bedience, his sin can never be atoned; do whatever he will, 
it avails him nothing.

What displeases me in Erasmus is that in interpreting 
Paul on the righteousness of works, or of the law, or our 
own righteousness, as the Apostle calls it, he understands 
only those ceremonial and figurative observances. I do not 
hesitate to disagree with Erasmus, because in interpreting 
the Scriptures I consider Jerome as much inferior to 
Augustine as Erasmus judges him superior. 


61. Luther, Letter to John Lang, March 1, 1517. Enders, 
I, 88. 


I have read our Erasmus, and my opinion of him grows 
daily worse. I am indeed pleased that he refutes stoutly 
and learnedly both the monks and the priests, and condemns 
their inveterate ignorance. But I fear that he does not ad- 
vance sufficiently the cause of Christ and the grace of God, 
in which he is more ignorant than Lefevre. The human 
weighs more with him than the divine. It seems to me that 
not everyone who knows Greek and Hebrew is for that 
reason a Christian, since Jerome, who knew five languages, 
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did not equal Augustine, who knew but one, although Eras- 
mus thinks Jerome superior. The opinion of him who attri- 
butes something to free will, is very different from the 
opinion of one who knows nothing but grace.

Even Lefévre, a man otherwise spiritual and sincere, 
lacks this proper understanding of the Scriptures when he 
interprets them, although he has it abundantly in his own 
life and in exhorting others.

of seli—that is, true inward penitence—continues, 
namely, till our entrance into the kingdom of 
heaven. 

The Pope has neither the will nor the power to 
remit any penalties, except those which he has im- 
posed by his own authority, or by that of the canons. 
The Pope has no power to remit any guilt, except 
by declaring and warranting it to have been remitted 
by God; or at most by remitting cases reserved for 
himself ; in which cases, if his power were despised, 
guilt would certainly remain. 

God never remits any man’s guilt, without at the 
same time subjecting him, humbled in all things, to 
the authority of his representative the priest. 

The penitential canons are imposed only on the 
living, and no burden ought to be imposed on the 
dying, according to them. 

Hence the Holy Spirit acting in the Pope does well

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for us in that in his decrees he always makes ex- 
ception of the article of death and of necessity. 
Those priests act wrongly, and unlearnedly, who, 
in the case of the dying, reserve the canonical pen- 
ances for purgatory. 

Those tares about changing of the canonical pen- 
alty into the penalty of purgatory seem surely to 
have been sown while the bishops were asleep. 
Formerly the canonical penalties were imposed not 
after, but before absolution, as tests of true con- 
trition. 

The dying pay all penalties by death, and are al- 
ready dead to the canon laws, and are by right re- 
lieved from them. 

The imperfect vigor or charity of a dying person 
necessarily brings with it great fear, and the less 
it is, the greater the fear it brings. 

This fear and horror is sufficient by itself, to say 
nothing of other things, to constitute the pains of 
purgatory, since it is very near to the horror of 
despair. 

Hell, purgatory, and heaven appear to differ as 
despair, almost despair, and peace of mind differ. 
With souls in purgatory, it seems that it must needs 
be that, as horror diminishes, so charity increases. 
Nor does it seem to be proved by any reasoning, or 
any Scriptures, that they are outside of the state 
of merit or of the increase of charity. 

Nor does this appear to be proved, that they are 
sure and confident of their own blessedness, at 
least all of them, though we may be very sure 
of it. 

Therefore the Pope, when he speaks of the plenary 
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remission of all penalties, does not mean simply of 
all, but only of those imposed by himself, | 

Thus those preachers of indulgences are in error 
who say that, by the indulgences of the Pope, a man 
is loosed and saved from all punishment. 

Tor in fact he remits to souls in purgatory no pen- 
alty which they would have had to pay in this life 
according to the canons.

granted to anyone, it is certain that it is granted 
to none but the most perfect, that is, to very 
few. 

Hlence the greater part of the people must needs 
be deceived by this indiscriminate and high-sound- 
ing promise of release from penalties. 

Such power as the Pope has over purgatory in gen- 
eral, such is the power that every bishop has in his 
own diocese, and every curate in his own parish, 
in particular. 

The Pope acts most rightly in granting remission 
to souls, not by the power of the Keys (which is of 
no avail in this case) but by the way of interces- 
sion, 

They preach that a man’s soul flies out (of purga- 
tory) as soon-as his money rattles in the chest. 

It is certain that, when the money rattles in the 
chest, avarice and gain may be increased, but the 
effect of the intercession of the Church depends 
on the will of God alone. 

Ievery Christian who fecls true compunction has 
of right plenary remission of punishment and guilt 
even without letters of pardon. 

The treasures of the Church, whence the Pope 
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grants indulgences, are neither sufficiently named 
nor known among the people of Christ. 

It is clear that they are at least not temporal treas- 
ures, for these are not so readily lavished, but only 
accumulated, by many of the preachers. 

Nor are they the merits of Christ and of the saints, 
for these, independently of the Pope, are always 
working grace to the inner man, and the cross, 
death, and hell to the outer man. 

Since it is the salvation of souls, rather than money, 
that the Pope seeks by his pardons, why does he 
suspend the letters and pardons granted long ago, 
since they are equally efficacious? 

To repress these scruples and arguments of the 
laity by force alone, and not to solve them by giving 
reasons, is to expose the Church and the Pope to 
the ridicule of their enemies, and to make Christian 
men unhappy. 

If then pardons were preached according to the 
spirit and mind of the Pope, all these ques- 
tions would be solved with ease; nay, would not 
exist. 

Away then with all those prophets who say to the 
people of Christ: ‘Peace, peace,” and there is no 
peace. 

Ilessed be all those prophets, who say to the people 
of Christ: “The Cross, the Cross,” and there is 
no cross. 

Christians should be exhorted to strive to follow 
Christ, their head, through pains, deaths, and hells. 
And thus trust to enter heaven through many trib- 
ulations rather than in the security of peace.

The highest worship of God is to ascribe to him truth, 
righteousness, and whatever qualities we must ascribe to 
one in whom we believe. In doing this the soul. shows itself 
prepared to do his whole will; in doing this it hallows his 
name, and gives itself up to be dealt with as it may please 
God. For it cleaves to his promises, and never doubts that 
he is true, just, and wise, and will do, dispose, and provide 
for all things in the best way. Is not such a soul, in this its 
faith, most obedient to God in all things? What command- 
ment does there remain which has not been amply fulfilled 
by such an obedience? What fulfillment can be more full 
than universal obedience? Now this is not accomplished 
by works, but by faith alone... . 

On the other hand, what greater rebellion, impiety, or 
insult to God can there be, than not to believe his promises? 
What else is this, than either to make God a liar, or to 
doubt the truth—that is, to attribute truth to ourselves, to 
God falsehood and levity? In doing this, is not a man 
denying God and setting himself up as an idol in his own 
heart ? What then can works, done in such a state of impicty, 
profit us, were they even angelic or apostolic works? .. . 

If you were nothing but good works from the soles of 
your feet to the crown of your head, you would not be 
worshipping God, nor fulfilling the first commandment, 
since it is impossible to worship God, without ascribing to 
him the glory of truth and universal goodness, as it ought 
in truth to be ascribed. Now this is not done by works, but 
only by faith of heart. It is not by working, but by believing, 
that we glorify God, and confess him to be true. On this 
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ground faith is the sole righteousness of a Christian man, 
and the fulfilling of all the commandments. For to him who 
fulfills the first, the task of fulfilling all the rest is easy... . 

Nor are we only kings and the freest of all men, but 
also priests forever, a dignity far higher than kingship, 
because by that priesthood we are worthy to appear before 
God, to pray for others, and to teach one another mutually 
things which are of God. For these are the duties of the 
priests, and they cannot possibly be permitted to any un- 
belever. 72". 

Here you will ask: “If all who are in the church are 
priests, by what character are those, whom we now call 
priests, to be distinguished from the laity?’ I reply: By 
the use of these words, “priest,” “clergy,” “spiritual person,” 
“ecclesiastic,” an injustice has been done, since they have 
been transferred from the remaining body of Christians to 
those few, who are now, by a hurtful custom, called ec- 
clesiatics. For Holy Scripture makes no distinction between 
them, except that those, who are now boastfully called popes, 
bishops, and lords, it calls ministers, servants, and stewards, 
who are to serve the rest in the ministry of the Word, for 
teaching the faith of Christ and the liberty of believers. 
For though it is true that we are all equally priests, yet we 
cannot, nor, if we could, ought we all to minister and teach 
publicly. Thus Paul says: “Let a man so account of us as 
of the ministers of Christ, and stewards of the mysteries 
pi ised. (1 Vor. LY jw ee 

We do not then reject good works; nay, we embrace 
them and teach them in the highest degree. It is not on their 
own account that we condemn them, but on account of this 
impious addition to them, and the perverse notion of secking 


justification by them.

I. THE THREE WALLS OF TIIE ROMANISTS 


The Romanists have, with great adroitness, drawn three 
walls round themselves, with which they have hitherto 
protected themselves, so that no one could reform them, 
whereby all Christendom has fallen terribly. 

Firstly, if pressed by the temporal power, they have af- 
firmed and maintained that the temporal power has no juris- 
diction over them, but on the contrary that the spiritual 
power is above the temporal. 

Secondly, if it were proposed to admonish them with the 
Scriptures, they objected that no one may interpret the 
Scriptures but the Pope. 

Thirdly, if they are threatened with a Council, they pre- 
tend that no one may call a Council but the Pope. 


II. OF THE MATTERS TO BE CONSIDERED IN THE 
COUNCILS 


I. It is a distressing and terrible thing to see that the 
head of Christendom, who boasts of being the Vicar of 
Christ and the successor of St. Peter, lives in a worldly 
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pomp that no king or emperor can equal: so that in him 
that calls himself most holy and most spiritual, there is more 
worldliness than in the world itself. He wears a triple crown, 
whereas the mightiest kings only wear one crown. If this 
resembles the poverty of Christ and St. Peter, it is a new 
sort of resemblance. They prate of its being heretical to 
object to this; nay, they will not even hear how unchristian 
and ungodly it is. But I think that if he should have 
to pray to God with tears, he would have to lay down 
his crown; for God will not endure any arrogance. His 
office should be nothing else than to weep and _ pray 
constantly for Christendom, and to be an example of all 
humility. 

2. What is the use in Christendom of the people called 
“Cardinals”? I will tell you. In Italy and Germany there 
are many rich convents, endowments, fiefs, and benefices, 
and as the best way of getting these into the hands of Rome, 
they created cardinals, and gave them the sees, convents, 
and prelacies, and thus destroyed the service of God, That 
is why Italy is almost a desert now: the convents are de- 
stroyed, the sees consumed, the revenues of the prelacies 
and of all the churches drawn to Rome; towns are decayed ; 
the country and people ruined, while there is no more any 
worship of God or preaching; why? Because the cardinals 
must have all the wealth. No Turk could have thus deso- 
lated Italy and overthrown the worship of God. 


Ill. TWENTY-SEVEN ARTICLES RESPECTING THE 
REFORMATION OF THE CHRISTIAN ESTATE 


Now though I am too lowly to submit articles that could 
serve for the reformation of these fearful evils, I will yet 
sing out my fool’s song, and will show, as well as my wit 
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will allow, what might and should be done by the temporal 
authorities or by a General Council. 

3. It should be decreed by an Imperial law, that no epis- 
copal cloak, and no confirmation of any appointment shall 
for the future be obtained from Rome. 

4. Let it be decreed that no temporal matter shall be 
submitted to Rome, but all shall be left to the jurisdiction 
of the temporal authorities. 

5. Henceforth no reservations shall be valid, and no bene- 
fices shall be appropriated by Rome, whether the incumbent 
die, or there be a dispute, or the incumbent be a servant of 
the Pope, or of a Cardinal. 

10. The Pope must withdraw his hand from the dish, 
and on no pretence assume royal authority over Naples and 
Sicily. He has no more right to it than I, and yet claims to 
be the lord of it. 

12. Pilgrimages to Rome must be abolished, or at least 
no one must be allowed to go from his own wish or 
his own piety, unless his priest, his town magistrate, or his 
lord has found that there is sufficient reason for his pil- 
grimage. 

13. Now we come to the great crowd that promises much 
and performs little. Be not angry, my good sirs, I mean well. 
I have to tell you this bitter and sweet truth! Let no more 
mendicant monasteries be: built! God help us! There are 
too many as it is. Would to God they were all abolished, 
or at least made over to two or three orders. It has never 
done good, it will never do good, to go wandering about 
over the country. Therefore my advice is that ten, or as 
many as required, may be put together and made into one, 
which one, sufficiently provided for, is not to beg. 

16. It were also right to abolish annual festivals, pro- 
cessions, and masses for the dead, or at least to diminish 
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their number; for we evidently see that they have become 
no better than a mockery, exciting the anger of God, and 
having no object but money-getting, eating, and drinking. 

18. One should abolish all saints’ days, keeping only Sun- 
day. 

25. The universities also require a good, sound Reforma- 
tion. I must say this, let it vex whom it may. The fact is 
that whatever the Papacy has ordered or instituted is only 
designed for the propagation of sin and error. What are 
the universities, as at present ordered, but as the Book of 
Maccabees says: “Schools of ‘Greek fashion’ and heathenish 
manners” (II Maccab, IV, 12-13); full of dissolute living 
where very little is taught of the Holy Scriptures and of the 
Christian faith, and the blind heathen teacher, Aristotle, 
rules even further than Christ? Now, my advice would be 
that the books of Aristotle, the Physics, the Metaphysics, 
Of the Soul, Ethics, which have hitherto been considered the 
best, be altogether abolished, with all others that profess to 
treat of nature, though nothing can be learned from them, 
either of natural or of spiritual things.

Whether I will or not, I am compelled to become more 
learned day by day, since so many great masters vie with 
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each other in urging me on and giving me practice. I wrote 
about indulgences two years ago, but now I extremely re- 
gret having published the book. At that time I was still in- 
volved in a great and superstitious respect for the tyranny 
of Rome, which led me to judge that indulgences were not 
to be totally rejected, seeing them, as I did, to be approved 
by so general a consent among men. And no wonder, for at 
that time it was I alone who was rolling this stone. A fter- 
wards, however, with the kind aid of Sylvester, and the 
friars, who supported indulgences go strenuously, I per- 
ceived that they were nothing but mere impostures of the 
flatterers of Rome, whereby to make away with the faith 
of God and the money of men. And I wish I could prevail 
upon the booksellers, and persuade all who have read them, 
to burn the whole of my writings on indulgences, and in 
place of all I have written about them to adopt this proposi- 
tion: Indulgences are wicked devices of the flatterers of 
Rome. . 

After this, Eccius and Emser, with their fellow-conspir- 
ators, began to instruct me concerning the primacy of the 
Pope. Here too, not to be ungrateful to such learned men, 
I must confess that their works helped me on greatly; for, 
while I had denied that the Papacy had any divine right, 
I still admitted that it had a human right. But after hearing 
and reading the supersubtle subtleties of those coxcombs, 
by which they so ingeniously set up their idol—my mind 
being not entirely unteachable in such matters—I now know 
and am sure that the Papacy is the kingdom of Babylon, 
and the power of Nimrod the mighty hunter. ITere, more- 
over, that all may go prosperously with my friends, I en- 
treat the booksellers, and entreat my readers, to burn all 
that I have published on this subject, and to hold to the fol- 
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lowing proposition: The Papacy is the mighty hunting of 
the Bishop of Rome. . 

To begin I must deny that there are seven Sacraments, 
and must lay it down, for the time being, that there are only 
three, baptism, penance, and the communion, and that by 
the Court of Rome all these have been brought into miser- 
able bondage, and the Church despoiled of all her liberty. 
And yet, if I were to speals according to the usage of Scrip- 
ture, I should hold that there was only one sacrament, and 
three sacramental signs. 


Concerning the Lord’s Supper 


But suppose me to be standing on the other side and ques- 
tioning my lords the papists. In the Supper of the Lord, the 
whole sacrament, or the sacrament in both kinds, was either 
given to the presbyters alone (for thus they will have it to 
be), then it is in no wise lawful that any kind should be 
given to the laity; for it ought not to be rashly given to any, 
to whom Christ did not give it at the first institution. Other- 
wise, if we allow one of Christ’s institutions to be 
changed, we make the whole body of His laws of no effect ; 
and any man may venture to say that he is bound by no law 
or institution of Christ. For in dealing with Scripture one 
special exception does away with any general statement. 
If, on the other hand, it was given to the laity as well, it 
even inevitably follows that teception in both kinds ought 
not to be denied to the laity; and in denying it to them 
when they scelk it, we act impiously, and contrary to the 
deed, example, and institution Ob Crrigi se 

Formerly, when I was imbibing the scholastic theology, 
my lord the Cardinal of Cambray gave me occasion for 
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reflection, by arguing most acutely, in the fourth book of 
the Sentences, that it would be much more probable, and 
that fewer superfluous miracles would have to be introduced, 
if real bread and real wine, and not only their accidents, were 
understood to be upon the altar, unless the church had de- 
termined the contrary. Afterwards, when I saw what church 
it was, which had thus determined, namely, the Thomistic, 
that is, the Aristotelian Church, I became bolder, and where- 
as I had been before in great straits of doubt, I now at 
length established my conscience in the former opinion, 
namely, that there were real bread and real wine, in which 
were the real flesh and the real blood of Christ, in no other 
manner and in no less degree than the other party assert 
them to be under the accidents. And this I did, because I 
saw that the opinions of the Thomists, whether approved by 
the Pope or by a council, remained opinions, and did not 
become articles of faith, even were an angel from heaven 
to decree otherwise. For that which is asserted without the 
support of the Scriptures, or of an approved revelation, it 
is permitted to hold as an opinion, but it is not necessary to 
beliéver 2s 

But why should not Christ be able to include His body 
within the substance of bread, as well as within the ac- 
cidents? Fire and iron, two different substances, are so 
mingled in red hot iron, that every part of it is both fire 
and iron. Why may not the glorious body of Christ much 
more be in every part of the substance of bread? 

We must also get rid of another scandal, which is a much 
greater and a very specious one; that is, that the mass is 
universally believed to be a sacrifice offered to God. With 
this opinion the words of the canon of the mass appear to 
agree, such as—‘These gifts; these offerings ; these holy 
sacrifices ;” and again, “this oblation.” There is also -a 
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very distinct prayer that the sacrifice may be accepted like 
the sacrifice of Abel; hence Christ is called the victim of the 
altar. To this we must add the sayings of the Holy [athers, 
a great number of authorities, and the usage that has been 
constantly observed throughout the world... . 

To all these difficulties, which beset us so pertinaciously, 
we must oppose with the utmost constancy the words and 
example of Christ. Unless we hold the mass to be the prom- 
ise or testament of Christ, according to the plain meaning of 
the words, we lose all the gospel and our whole comfort. 
So let us allow nothing to prevail against these words; 
even if an angel from heaven taught us otherwise. Now in 
these words there is nothing about a work or sacrifice. 
Again, we have the example of Christ on our side. When 
Christ instituted this sacrament and established this testa- 
ment in the Last Supper, he did not offer himself to God 
the Father or accomplish any work on behalf of others, 
but, as he sat at the table, he declared the same testament 
to each individual present and bestowed on each the sign 
of it. Now the more any mass resembles and is akin to that 
first mass of all which Christ celebrated at the Last Supper, 
the more Christian it is. But that mass of Christ was most 
simple; without any display of vestments, gestures, hymns, 
and other ceremonies; so that if it had been necessary that 
it should be offered as a sacrifice, his institution of it would 
not have been complete. 


Concerning the Sacrament of Baptism 


Thus it is not baptism which justifies any man, or is of 
any advantage; but faith in that word of promise to which 
baptism is added, for this justifies and fulfills the meaning 
of baptism. For faith is the submerging of the old man, 
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and the emerging of the new man. Hence it cannot be that 
the new sacraments differ from the ancient sacraments, for 
they both alike have divine promises and the same spirit 
of faith; but they differ incomparably from the ancient fig- 
ures, on account of the word of promise, which is the sole 
and most effective means of difference. . She 

We must therefore keep clear of the error of those who 
have reduced the effect of baptism to such small and slender 
dimensions that, while they say that grace is infused by it, 
they assert that this grace is afterwards, so to speak, effused 
by sin; and that we must then go to heaven by some other 
way, as 1f baptism had now become absolutely useless. Do 
not thou judge thus, but understand that the significance of 
baptism is such that thou mayest live and die in it; and that 
neither by penitence nor by any other way canst do ought but 
return to the effect of baptism, and do afresh what thou 
wert baptized in order to do, and what thy baptism signi- 
fied. 

In opposition to what I have said, an argument will per- 
haps be drawn from the baptism of infants, who cannot 
receive the promise of God, or have faith in their baptism ; 
and it will be said that therefore either faith is not req- 
uisite, or infants are baptized in vain. To this I reply, 
what all men say, that infants are aided by faith of others, 
namely, that of those who bring them to baptism. For as 
the word of God, when it is preached, is powerful enough 


to change the heart of a wicked man, which is not less devoid . 


of sense and feeling than any infant, so through the prayers 
of the Church, which bring the child in faith, to which 
prayers all things are possible, the infant is changed, cleansed, 
and renewed by faith infused into it. Nor should T doubt 
that even a wicked adult, if the Church were to bring him 
forward and pray for him, might undergo a change in any 
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of the sacraments; just as we read in the gospel that the 
paralytic man was healed by the faith of others. ... 

I should certainly not forbid or object to any vow which a 
man may make of his own private choice. I do not wish 
altogether to condemn or depreciate vows; but my advice 
would be altogether against the public establishment or con- 
firmation of any such mode of life. It is enough that every 
man should be at liberty to make private vows at his own 
peril; but that a public system of living under the constraint 
of vows should be inculcated, I consider to be a thing per- 
nicious to the Church and to all simple souls. In the first 
place, it is not a little repugnant to the Christian life, in- 
asmuch as a vow is a kind of ceremonial law, and a matter 
of human tradition or invention; from all which the Church 
has been set free by baptism, since the Christian is bound 
by no law, except that of God. Moreover, there is no example 
of it in the Scriptures, especially of the vow of perpetual 
chastity, obedience, and poverty. Now a vow of which we 
have no example in the Scriptures is a perilous one, which 
ought to be urged upon no man, much less be established 
as a common and public mode of life; even if every individ- 
ual must be allowed to venture upon it at his own peril, 
if he will. There are some works which are wrought by 
the Spirit in but few, and these ought by no means to be 
brought forward as an example, or as a manner of life. 

I greatly fear, however, that these systems of living un- 
der vows in the religious, are of the number of those things 
of which the Apostle foretold: “Speaking lies in hypocrisy ; 
forbidding to marry, and commanding to abstain from meats, 
which God hath created to be received with thanksgiving” 
CF Pimsiv, 243). Let no one cite against me the example 
ofe Ste Bernard, St.Francis, St. Dominic, and such like 
authors or supporters of religious orders. God is terrible 
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and wonderful in his dealings with the children of men, 
He may have sanctified the men of whom I have spoken in 
their perilous mode of life, and have guided them by the 
special working of his Spirit; while yet he would not have 
this mode an example for other men. It is certain that not 
one of these men was saved by his vows or his religious 
order, but by faith alone, by which all men are saved, but 
to which these showy servitudes of vows are especially 
hostile. 


Concerning the Sacrament of Penance 


In this third part I shall speak of the sacrament of pen- 
ance. By the tracts and disputations which I have published 
on this subject I have given offence to very many ; and have 
amply expressed my own opinions. I must now briefly re- 
peat these statements, in order to unveil the tyranny which 
attacks us on this point as unsparingly as in the sacrament 
of the bread. In these two sacraments gain and lucre find 
a place, and therefore the avarice of the shepherds has 
raged to an incredible extent against the sheep of Christ; 
while even baptism, as we have seen in speaking of vows, 
has been sadly obscured among adults, that the purposes 
of avarice might be served... . 

The first and capital evil connected with this sacrament 
is, that they have totally done away with the sacrament it- 
self, leaving not even a vestige of it. Whereas this, like 
the other sacraments, consists of the word of the divine 
promise on one side and of our faith on the other; they 
have overthrown both of these. They have adopted to the 
purposes of their own tyranny Christ's word of promise 
when He says: “Whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth shall 
be bound in heaven: and whatsoever thou shall loose on 
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earth shall be loosed in heaven” (Matt. x V1) 10) 7 and: 
“Whatsoever ye shall bind on earth shall be bound in 
heaven: and whatsoever ye shall loose on earth shall be 
loosed in heaven” (Matt. XVIII, 18); and again: “What- 
soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them ; and whose 
soever sits ye retain, they are retained” (John XX, 23). 
These words are meant to call forth the faith of the peni- 
tents, that they may seek and obtain remission of their sins. 
But these men, in all their books, writings, and discourses, 
have not made it their object to explain to Christians the 
promise conveyed in these words, and to show them what 
they ought to believe, and how much consolation they might 
have, but to establish in the utmost length, breadth, and 
depth their own powerful and violent tyranny. At last some 
have even begun to give orders to the angels in heaven, and 
to boast, with an incredible frenzy of piety, that they have 
received the right to rule in heaven and on earth, and have 
the power of binding even in heaven. Thus they say not a 
word about the saving faith of the people, but talk largely of 
the tyrannical power of the pontiffs ; whereas Christ’s words 
do not deal at all with power, but entirely with faith... . 

There is no doubt that confession of sins is necessary, 
and is commanded by God. “They were baptized of John 
in Jordan, confessing their sins’ (Matt. III, 6). “If we 
confess our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins. If we say that we have not sinned, we make him a 
liar, and his word is not in us” (1 John I, 9-10). Li the 
saints must not deny their sin, how much more ought those 
who are guilty of great or public offence to confess them. 
But the most effective proof of the institution of confession 
is given when Christ tells us that an offending brother must 
be told of his fault, brought before the Church, accused, 
and finally, if he neglect to hear the Church, excommuni- 
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cated. He “hears” when he yields to reproof, and acknowl- 
edges and confesses his sin... . 

The secret confession, however, which is now practised, 
though it cannot be proven from Scripture, is in my opin- 
ion highly satisfactory, and useful or even necessary, I 
could not wish it not to exist; nay, I rejoice that it does 
exist in the Church of Christ, for it is the one great remedy 
for afflicted consciences; when, after laying open our con- 
science to a brother, and unveiling all the evil which lay 
hid there, we receive direct from the mouth of that brother 
the word of consolation sent forth from God, receiving 
which by faith we find peace in a sense of the mercy of 
God, who speaks to us through our brother. What I protest 
against is the conversion of this institution of confession 
into a means of tyranny and extortion by the bishops. They 
reserve certain cases to themselves as secret, and then order 
them to be revealed to confessors named by themselves, 
and thus vex the consciences of men; filling the office of 
bishop, but utterly neglecting the real duties of a bishop, 
which are to preach the gospel and to minister to the poor. 
Nay, these impious tyrants principally reserve to themselves 
the cases which are of less consequence, while they leave 
the greater ones everywhere to the common herd of priests, 
cases such as the ridiculous inventions of the bull “In 
Coena Domini.” ... 

Irom all this I do not hesitate to say that whosoever 
voluntarily confesses his sins privately, in the presence of 
any brother, or, when told of his faults, asks pardon and 
amends his life, is absolved from his secret sins, since 
Christ has manifestly bestowed the power of absolution on 
every believer in him, with whatever violence the pontiffs 
may rage against this truth. 
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Of Confirmation 


It is surprising that it should have entered anyone’s mind 
to make a Sacrament of Confirmation out of that laying on 
of hands which Christ applied to little children, and by 
which the apostles bestowed the Holy Spirit, ordained pres- 
byters, and healed the sick; as the Apostle writes to Tim- 
othy: “Lay hands suddenly on no man” (1 Tim. Wi 
B2 )inseisext 
I do not say this because T condemn the seven sacra- 
ments, but because I deny that they can be proved from 
the Scriptures. I wish there were in the Church such a 
laying on of hands as there was in the time of the Apostles, 
whether we chose to call it confirmation or healing. As it 
is, however, none of it remains, except so much as we have 
oursclves invented in order to regulate the duties of the 
bishops, that they may not be entirely without work in the 


church. 


Of Matrimony 


It is not only without any warrant of Scripture that mat- 
rimony is considered a sacrament, but it has been turned 
into a mere mockery by the very same traditions which 
yaunt it as a sacrament. Let us look a little into this. I have 
said that in every sacrament there is contained a word of di- 
vine promise, which must be believed in by him who receives 
the sign; and that the sign alone cannot constitute a sacra- 
meut. Now we nowhere read that he who marries a wife will 
receive any grace from God; neither is there in matrimony 
any sign of divine institution, nor do we anywhere read 
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that it was appointed of God to be a sign of anything; al- 
though it is true that all visible transactions may be under- 
stood as figures and allegorical representations of visible 
things. But figures and allegories are not sacraments, in 
the sense in which we are speaking of sacraments. . 
Furthermore, since matrimony has existed since the be- 
ginning of the world, and still continues even among un- 
believers, there are no reasons why it should be called a 
sacrament of the new law, and of the Church alone. ... 
The impediment of holy orders is also a mere contriv- 
ance of man, especially when they idly assert that even a 
marriage already contracted is annulled by this cause, al- 
ways exalting their own traditions above the commands of 
God. I give no judgment respecting the order of priest- 
hood, such as it is at the present day; but I see that Paul 
commands that a bishop should be the husband of one 
wife, and therefore the marriage of a deacon, of a priest, 
of a bishop, or of a man in any kind of orders, cannot 
be annulled; although Paul knew nothing of that kind of 
priests and those orders which we have at the present day. 


Of Orders 


Of this sacrament, the Church of Christ knows nothing ; 
it was invented by the Church of the Pope. It not only has 
no promise of grace, anywhere declared, but not a word is 
said about it in the whole of the New Testament. Now it 
is ridiculous to set up as a sacrament of God that which can 
nowhere be proved to have been instituted by God. Not 
that I consider that a rite practised for so many ages is to 
be condemned; but I would not have human inventions 
established in sacred things, nor should it be allowed to 
bring in anything as divinely ordained, which has not been 
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divinely ordained ; which has not been ever ordained, lest we 
should be objects of ridicule to our adversaries. ... 

See then how far the glory of the Church has departed. 
The whole world is full of priests, bishops, cardinals, and 
clergy; of whom, however (so far as concerns their official 
duty), not. one preaches—unless he be called afresh to this 
by another calling besides his sacramental orders—but 
thinks that he amply fulfills the purposes of that sacrament 
if he murmurs over in a vain repetition, the prayers which 
he has to read, and celebrates masses. Even then, he never 
prays these very hours, or, if he does pray, he prays for 
himself; while, as the very height of perversity, he offers 
up his masses as a sacrifice, though the mass is really the 
use of the sacrament. Thus it is clear that those orders by 
which, as a sacrament, men of this kind are ordained to 
be clergy, are in truth a mere and entire figment, invented 
by men who understand nothing of church affairs, of the 
priesthood, of the ministry of the word, or of the sacra- 
ments. Such as is the sacrament, such are the priests ‘it 
makes. 


On the Sacrament of Extreme Unction 


To this rite of anointing the sick our theologians have 
made two additions well worthy of themselves. One is, that 
they call it a sacrament , the other, that they make it extreme, 
so that it cannot be administered except to those who are in 
extreme peril of life. Perhaps—as they are keen dialecti- 
cians—they have so made it in relation to the first unction 
of baptism, and the two following ones of confirmation and 
orders. They have this, it is true, to throw in my teeth, 
that, on the authority of the Apostle James, there are in 
this case, a promise and a sign, which two things, I have 
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hitherto said, constitute a sacrament. He says: “Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the elders of the church, and 
let them pray over him, anointing him with oil in the name 
of the Lord; and the prayer of faith shall save the sick, and 
the Lord shall raise him up; and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him” (James V, T4-15). Here, 
they say, is the promise of remission of sins, and the sign 
Gf the oi. 

I, however, say that if folly has ever been uttered, it has 
been uttered on this subject. I pass over the fact that many 
assert, and with great probability, that this epistle was not 
written by the Apostle James, and is not worthy of the apos- 
tolic spirit ; although, whosoever it is, it has obtained author- 
ity by usage. Still, even if it were written by the Apostle 
James, I should say that it was not lawful for an apostle 
to institute a sacrament by his own authority; that is, to 
give a divine promise with a sign annexed to it. To do 
this belonged to Christ alone.

Your Majesty the Emperor and you illustrious princes 
asked me two questions yesterday; namely, whether these 
books which bear my name I acknowledge as mine, and 
whether I will retract the doctrines I have propounded 
therein. Yesterday I gave a prompt and plain answer to 
the first question, saying that these books are mine. I shall 
persist in this reply until the end of my life, provided that 
malice, trickery, or unseasonable prudence do not effect 
any alteration in them. Before I reply to the second ques- 
tion, I entreat your Majesty and Lordships to consider 
that my books do not all treat of the same matter. trhere 
are some in which I have discussed simply and in accord- 
ance with the Gospel the advancement of piety and faith 
and the improvement of morals, so that even my adver- 
saries admit that these books are harmless and worthy of 
Christian reading. If I were to disown them, what should 
I be doing? I should be the only one among all mortals to 
condemn a truth which friends and enemies alike confess. 
There is another sort of writings, in which I have attacked 
the papacy and the opinions of the papists as the destruction 
of sound doctrines and the damnation of soul and body. If 
I were to deny these writings, I should lend fresh force and 
audacity to the tyranny of Rome. My recantation would only 
serve to extend the kingdom of iniquity ; especially when it 
should be known that it was by orders of his Majesty and 
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of the whole Roman Empire. Finally, there are my polem- 
ical writings, directed to some of my adversaries, supporters 
of the tyranny of Rome. I shall readily admit that I have 
shown myself more violent in them than is becoming a man 
of my calling. I do not act the saint here, I do not dispute 
upon my own conduct, but rather upon Christ’s doctrines. 
I cannot, moreover, consent to disavow these writings, be- 
cause Rome would avail itself of my admission to extend 
her kingdom and oppress souls, Being a man, and not God, 
I cannot protect my books with any other patronage than 
that with which Christ protected his doctrines. When ques- 
tioned before Annas as to what he taught, he said, “If I 
have spoken evil, show me how.” 

Since, then, your Majesty and Lordships demand a simply 
response, I will give it. Unless convinced by proofs from 
Scripture or by clear reasons—for I believe neither Pope 
nor councils alone, since it is certain they have often erred 


and contradicted themselves—I cannot and will not revoke 
anything.

To this scof- 
fer of our old traditions, who puts no faith in our holy 
fathers, or the ancient interpreters of our holy books, ex- 
cept when they agree with him; who compares the Holy 
See to the impure Babylon, treats as a tyrant the sover- 
eign pontiff, and makes that holy name synonymous with 
Antichrist ?

You have 
taken up the sword,—you shall perish by the sword. In re- 
your rulers, you resist Jesus Christ. You ask to be 
ear the Gospel in liberty.

An ass must be beaten and the rabble governed by 
force. The intention of the devil was to lay Germany waste, 
because he was unable to prevent in any other way the 
spread of the Gospel.

As for myself, I confess that were I offered free will, I 
would not have it, or any other instrument that might aid in 
my salvation; not only because, besieged by so many perils 
and adversities, amidst that horde of devils who assail me 
on all sides, it would be impossible for me to preserve or 
make use of that instrument of salvation, since one devil is 
stronger than all men put together, and no way of real 
salvation would be open to me; but because, were the 
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dangers surmounted, and the devils put to flight, I should 
labor in uncertainty, and my aim would be fatigued to no 
purpose by beating the air with useless blows. For, were I 
to live forever, my conscience would never be certain of 
having satisfied God... . 

But since God has taken charge of my salvation, independ- 
ently of my free will, and has promised to save me by — 
his grace and his mercy without the concurrence of my 
works, I am certain that he will be faithful to his promise, 
that he will not lie, and that he is powerful enough to 
prevent me from being broken by adversity or carried off 
by the devil. So then, if all are not elect, much fewer will 
be so, while by free will none could be saved, and all would 


perish. 


XVI. THE FoRMATION OF A New CHURCH 
(1525-1530)

I suggest that you should order all the churches in your 
dominions to be visited, and where the people desire Evan- 
gelical preachers, and the funds are inadequate for their 
maintenance, let them receive so much yearly, either from 
the town council or elsewhere.

The farmer will give nothing, and there is so much in- 
gratitude among the people for the Word of God that he 
will no doubt send a plague among Us.

We think it necessary that 
four persons visit all the country and see to the maintenance 
of schools and Church livings.

Before all things I beg those who examine this order of 
worship and desire to follow it, not to make out of it a 
binding rule or restrain any one’s conscience, but to use 
it in accordance with Christian liberty whenever and where- 
ever they please... . 

In the first place a simple Catechism is necessary, A 
catechism is a course of instruction whereby heathens who 
wish to become Christians are taught what they shall be- 
lieve, do, forego, and know. . . 

On I*east Days and Sundays there will be three ser- 
mons. Around five or six o’clock the people will sing some 
psalms; after that there will be a sermon on one of the 
Iepistles. At eight or nine a communion service, and a ser- 
mon on one of the Gospels. In the afternoon a sermon on 
the Old Testament.

Though we cannot and may not force any to believe, 
yet we must train and urge the multitude so that they may 
know what is right and wrong among those with whom they 
lives.

We ought to 
preach to them, saying, “Whoever does not seek or desire 
the Sacrament, or demand it, at least once or four times 
a year, it is to be feared that he despises the Sacrament 
and is no Christian.”

One should distinguish two factors in the Sacrament; 
in the first place, what one is to believe, and in the second 
place, how one is to partake of the Sacrament. Thus far 
I have said little about the first point. But since many 
preachers have begun to express different opinions about 
the first, it is time that I enlarge on it... . 

We have before us the plain words of Christ: “Take, 
eat, this is my body which is broken for you.” These words 
are simple, so that our opponents must grant how difficult 
it is to get a different interpretation. If these words are 
not clear, I lke to know how one is to speak German.

After we had discussed the [Eucharist at great length, 
Luther told me what I gladly heard, that he held fast to 
what he had taught before.

I am not going to write any more to Zwingli and his 
friends, lest Satan get still more mad and spit out more 
lies than before, and so soil the paper (p. 302). 

The devil must be their teacher, for they do not agree 
on the text (p. 265). 

One should avoid Zwingli and his books as devilish 
poison of Satan (p. 317). 

Zwingli is to be avoided as a real heretic, who rejects 
an article of faith. Not only does Zwingli reject this high- 
est, most necessary article, that God’s son died for us, but 
blasphemes besides, saying that it is the most hideous heresy 
that ever was. I confess that I consider Zwingli not a 
Christian, for he does not hold any article of the Chris- 
tian faith rightly; and he has become seven times worse 
than he was as a papist (p. 342). 

It is pure nonsense to say that the word “Is” amounts to 
the same as the word “signifies.” They are not able, like 
children in school, to understand what “Tropus” means! 
In the Tropus a certain word gets a new meaning. Tor in- 
stance, when I say, “Christ is a flower,”’ then Christ is a 
real flower; not a real flower in the ground, but another. 
The Scriptures are full of metaphors (0.271); 

I taught before and still teach that the flesh of Christ 
is of no value, but on the contrary, it is poison and death, 
when eaten without faith (p. 353). 


133. Christ is present in the Eucharist. Same source as 
above, pp. 414-415, 421. 
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Christ is simultaneously in heaven and in the Eucharist. 
It is as with the sun shining on the sea or a lake, Every 
Spectator sees it from his place. When one moves his posi- 
tion, the reflexion of the sun moves also... 

If Christ is a person both divine and human, then his 
human nature must be present both in heaven and upon 
earth,

Children ought to be baptized so that they may through 


baptism be presented to God and be accepted by God’s 
mercy. 


X. Of the Holy Supper 


The body and the blood of Christ are truly present, and 
are administered to those who partake of the Sacrament. 


XI. Of Confession 
Private absolution is to. be retained in the churches, al- 


though in the confessional one need not confess all sins. 
This is in fact impossible. 


XII. Of Penance 


Those who have sinned after baptism may at any time 
through penance receive forgiveness of sins, Penance con- 
sists in two parts. The first is repentance, and the second, 
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faith. From these proceed good works, which are the fruits 
of penance. 


XIII. Of the Use of the Sacrament 


Sacraments have been instituted not as a sign among 
men, but as testimonials of God’s will toward us, which 
are to strengthen the faith of those who partake of them. 


XIV. Of Free Will 


Human will has a certain amount of power to render ex- 
ternal justice and to distinguish between those things which 
are subject to reason. But it does not have powcr without 
the Holy Spirit to produce the righteousness of God or 


spiritual righteousness.
